Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
of record (Yokota U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0014213 and Hendrey et al U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0060214) 
does not teach nor suggest in detail calculation means for calculating, based upon position 
information from service users for which utilization of an information providing service has been 
registered, a distribution density of service users who have said attributes for each zone in the 
information distribution region designated by the information provider, means for accepting and 
storing reaction of the service users to the distributed information and means for analyzing the 
accepted user reaction in combination with all the elements of the independent claim.

3. The dependent claims further limit the independent claims and are considered allowable 
on the same basis as the independent claims.
